THE BOND ISSUE. 


On the fourteenth of this month a 


special .election will be held in the city 
of Newark to decide the question of is- 
suing bonds in the sum' of $50,000 for 
the purpose of svtpplying deficiencies 


A two-thirds vote is 
in the city funds, 
necessary. 


At first thought one might be inclin- 


ed to vote against the bond issue on 
the ground that it will increase the 
burden of taxation, but a little reflec- 
tion will convince the voter that it 
will have exactly the reverse effect. 


Newark in common with practically 


all-of the other cities in Ohio, has for 
years been anticipating the tax collec- 
tion; in other woids it has been spend- 
ing for current expenses the money col- 
lected the following six months, each 
six months anticipating the collection 
of "laxes. The new law says (the city 
must have the cash on hand before it 
can spend it. 


Newark, therefore, in common with 


other cities, finds it necessary to raise 
a sum of money to supply the deficien- 
cy ffi*the funds and -the sum required, 
in Newark >;"s $50,000. 


As the new law would not permit the 


officers to overdraw the accounts as 
had been the custom, the only way in 
"Which the city council could carry on 
the business of the city was to borrow 
the money. This was done and the 
city is paying f> per cent interest for it. 
It is proposed to make the bonds 4 per 
cents. In case the bond issue fails to 
carry by a two-thirds vote the city 
council will have to continue to bor- 
row aud will have to continue to pav 
fi per cent for its money, whereas if 
the bond issue carries, 4 per cent mon- 
ey will be secured. 


It is, therefore, a business proposi- 


tion to issue the bonds. It is the cheap- 
er and better way. The city must have 
the money to meet its expenses, and if 
it is not obtained by means of a 4 per 
cent bond issue it will be secured 
through a 6 per cent loan. The loan is 
more expensive than the bonds.

Pittsburg correspondent of the bank. 


This discoveiy it is said he interpret- 


ed as evidence that all his alleged 
stealings had been discovered apd he 
confessed all begging for time to make 
up the shortage. Friends did not help 
him as he expected and his arrest fol- 
lowed. 


Deibel had been with the bank since' 


he was a boy and was held in high es- 
teem. He is about 30 years of age and 
single.
